Wasuixoeton, D. C., Jan. 10.— [Special. 
The President's first state dinner, given to- 
night to the Cabinet, was notable for the 
absence of Senator Ingalls, the Presiaent 
pro tem. of the Senate.

IT COULD NOT WITHSTAND THE GALE 
OF WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 


The Upper Suspension Bridge at the Falls, 
Known as the Foot Bridge, Gives Way 
Under the Pressure ofthe Wind, and the 
Greater Part of It Now Lies at the Bot- 
tom of the River—Terrible Experience of 
a Belated Pedestrian. . 

Burra.o, N. V., Jan. 10—[Special.]|—The 
wind-storm of last night outdid anytning of 
the kind ever knownin this section since 
the establishment of the Signal Service. 
The wind reached a maximum velocity in 
this city of seventy-tour miles an hour dur- 
ing the early morning hours. Up the Niag- 
ara Gulf, over which hung two suspension 
bridges and over which was balanced the 
wonderful cantilever, the wind must have 
swept with terrible force—-a force sufficient 
at least to tear to pieces the upper Suspen- 
sion Bridge at Niagara Falls, the one 
known as the foot or exclusive pas- 
sengeér bridge, and cause a loss of 
$90,000. It was known as the New Bridge. 
Wher the people of Niagara Falls went to 
look for it this morning they saw the tow- 
ers, the supporting cables, and numberless 
twisted and broken suspending cables, but 
that was all. The bridge itself was entirely 
gone except a piece about ten feet long, 
which ojected from the American side. 
At the foot of the cliff was another piece of 
the roadway, probably thirty feet long, and 
at the foot of the Canadian cliff wasa sec-

tion, perhaps sixty feet long, turned upside 
down. It looked as much hke a gang- 
plank as anything else. The remainder of 
the bridge, some 1,200 feet, had disappeared, 
und is probably resting in the bottom of the 
river, which, at that point, is 190 feet deep. 
TERRIBLE FORCE OF THE WIND. 

It was aboat 3 o’clock, it was thought, 
when the bridge went down. The wind 
after midnight shifted to the southwest, and 
tne fullforce struck the bridge broadside. 
Occasionally a noise could be heard like the 
snapping of twigs, which was probably the 
breaking of the short suspension cables 
which held the body ot the bridge 
to the main or supporting cables. Between 
2 and 3o0’clock the wind increased and the 
air was filled with snow so that one could see 
but a few feet. It was then that the short 
ends of the bridge gave way. 

A brief description of the bridge is neces- 
sary to thoroughly understand how the acci- 
dent happened. From steel towers on either 
bank hang the main cables, which are secure- 
ly anchored in the ground. Both towers and 
cables are apparently as strong as ever, not- 
withstanding the terrible wrenching they 
must have undergone. From these 
cables hang short suspension cables to which 
the roadway was attached. About -a 
third of the way out from each bank these 
cables give place to iron rods, and these, it 
is thought, are what first gave away. En- 


gineers believe the first break occurred in 


the centre and as rod after rod broke the 
swaying of the bridge became so great as to 
wrench the stout wire cables in some in- 
stances from their fastenings, in others to 
break them. Many are now untwisted, ana 
show that great force had been brougut to 
bear upon them. Other indications point to 
the fact that the bridge must have turned 
upside-down as it fell. 
DR. HODGE’S EXPERIENCE. 

Fortunately no one was abroad at that 
hour, but the last man across had an expe- 
rience which he does not care to go through 
again. Dr. J. M. Hodge of Niagara Falls, N. 
Y., started across the bridge about midnight 
on his return from visiting a petient on the 
Canadian side. Believing the bridge to be 
perfectly safe he started out without any tear. 
Wher but a short distance. from the Can- 
adian side he realized that there was 
something wrong. As he neared the centre 
he was obiiged to get down on his hands 
and knees and creep along. At times 
hedid not dareto move. The bridge, he 
says, rocked like a boat in a heavy sea, and 
sometimes it seemed to tip up almost on its 
edge. Not for an instant did the doctor dare 


let go the iron railing, but he found several 


places where it was bent so that he was 
obliged to feel his way around. There was 
no light on the bridge. The night was dark, 
and to add further to his discomfiture great 
volumes of spray from the falls swept over 
the bridge, drenching him to the skin. The 
wind actually tore the struggling physician's 
overcoat open. At that hour evidently the 
shore guys were broken, for the doctor could 
hear them flapping, and the bridge must 
have begun to give way about that time. 
HISTORY OF THE BRIDGE. 

The Niagara Falls Suspension Bridge Com- 
pany was chartered in 1855. Nothing was 
done by this company, and its charter went 
toa new organization in 1867, A year later 
the Clifton Suspension Bridge Company was 
chartered by the Canadian Parliament, and 
these two companies joined interests 
and completed the bridge. It was 
opened Jan. 2, 1569, and was 1,268 
feet long and 190 feet above the level of the 
water. The first towers were of wood and 


stood until 1884, when they were replaced by 


steel towers. When the bridge was first 
built it was but a single track bridge, but 
last year it was entirely rebuilt, widened so 
that carriages could pass, additional cables 
were put up, new anchorages built, and the 
whole , pronounced to be better than when 
first constructed. A new bridge will proba- 
bly be put up at once.

MURDERED BY HER SERVANT. 


A Baltimore Young Woman Arrésted for a 
Brutal Crime. 

Bautrmore, Md., Jan. 10.—The murder of 
Mrs. Margaret Schneider was one of the most 
brutal crimes ever committed in this city.

State Regulations Provided in a Bill In- 
trodaced at Springfield.

THE RAILROAD PRESIDENTS DECIDB 
ON A PLAN, ‘ 


It Is Radically Different from Any of the 
Gould Schemes and Is Formed in 
Strict Conformity with the Inter-State 
Commerce Act—Will Bring About a 
Better State of Affairs if It Can Be En- 
forced—Text of the Agreement. 

The severe criticisms made upon Gould’s 
trust, clearing-house, consolidation, pooling, 
and other. illegal schemes by Tur Taunus 
and other Western anti-monopoly papers have 
evidently convinced the Eastern railrowd 
magnates that such arrangements would be 
exceedingly unpopular with the people in 
the West, and would only lead to additional 


legislation for self-protection by the Legisig- 


tures in the Granger States. The 8

entered into by the Presidents in 
yesterday is radically different from any 


measure that has heretofore been proposed. 
framed in strict con- 

formity with the Inter-State Commerce 
law, and one that is calculated to bring about 
a better condition of railroad affairs than has 
heretofore existed, provided it can be es- 
forced. It differs but little from the existing 
agreements of the Western, Northwestern, 
and Southwestern Freight Associauon, ex- 
cept that it is much stronger in its provis- 
ions.

ileges to favored shippers or other persons, 
No road will be permitted to reduce ratés 
upon the discovery that one of its competi 
tors has cut rates, but must bring the matter 
promptly to the attention of the Executive 
Board for investigation.

Frightened Bulls Driven from the Floor of 
"Change by Bears. 

The bears in wheat were successful again 
yesterduy in producing a break so sharp as 
to carry the price for May to the lowest 
point it has touched in nearly three weeks. 
They were jubilant and confident from the 
beginning, and, though having to contend 
against Mr. Hutchinson, who, considerably 
to their surprise, abandoned the selling side 
and was one of the biggest buyers, they so 
‘weakened the props that when the final rush 
‘was made the market came down with a 
smash. 

The bears began their hammering with the 
tap of the beil. When they got May down 
from $1.04%, its opening price, to SI. OA 
1.0466. “Olid Hutch’s” brokers bobbed up. 
They bought so much wheat and bid for so 
‘much more asto scare the bears into a cessa- 
tion of their hammering and some of them 
into covering. The market recovered ‘4 
cent, to $1.05, which was too tempting a figure 
for the pessimists. They offered a flood of 
wheat atonce, recovering their courage as 
the market slowly fell beneath its load. 

At $1.044;, however, they met another 
check. Mr. Hutchinson’s orokers bought 
again and turned the market upward. For 
the following hour the fluctvauons ranged 
between $1.051¢ and $1.04°;. Seldom it got 
‘below the latter figure, and when it did the 
crowd discovered that it was firmly pegged 
at 81.046. 

About half- past 12 the sensational move of 
the day was made. It was a pool, the gos- 
sips said, which had been made ub sud 
denly, and which started the selling, for 
the purpose of forcing out some of the big 
holders.

BATTTMORR, Md., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—Bal- 
timore will probably soon bein the grasp of 
the great English Beer Trust, of which so 
much has recently been heard. After many 
‘months of patient waiting and judicious ad- 
vance work the syndicate of English capital- 
ists are about to consummate a deal, which, 
if successfully carried to completion, will 
give them entire control of six of the largest 
breweries in the city. Their agents have 
been at work bere for some time inquir- 
ing into the value of the different 
breweries. After a careful investiga- 
tion they selected those of George 
Bauerschmidt, J. F. Wiessner, George 
Brehm, the Darley Park Brewing Company, 
‘National Brewing Company; and Bayview 
Brewing Company. None of the owners 
‘were aware of the espiorage.*’ Having as- 
‘certained ali they desired, the agents waited 
on each brewer and obtained an option on 
his property. Then they were in a position 
to dictate terms. The astonishment of the 
brewers can better be imagined than de- 
scribed when théy learned who the buyers 
were. A conference was at once ordered, 
and vesterday ine syndicate met the six 
brewers to coasummate the deal. The meet- 
‘ing resulted in the purchase of the brewing 
plants. The price paid was about 82.500.000. 
It was arranged that the present owners re- 
‘main in charge until relieved by the syndi- 
cate.

SCORES — OF LIVES LOST. 


FURTHER REPORTS FROM THE READ- 
ING DISASTER. 


Rescuing Parties Still Searching the Ruins 
for Bodies of the Victims Killed in the 
Fall of the Silk Mill—The Number of the 
Killed ‘Will Probably Reach Thirty- 
five or Forty—Story of an Eye Witness 
—Twenty Lives Lost in the Pittsburg 
Wreck. 


Reaprne, Pa., dan. 10.—All night long 


brave and willing hands assisted in the 
work of rescue of the dead from the wreck 
of the silk mill. The list of fatal cases will 
reach fully forty, and maybe more. The hos- 
pitals ana undertakers’ establishments are 
tilled with victims. The physicians are all 
busy and many private houses have been 


opened for the accommodation of the in- 


jured. 

The work of rescue was greatly retarded 
from the singuiar manner in which the 
silk mill collapsed. It did not fall, but 
was bodily crushed down, falling in upon 
itself in one mass. Not a vestige of 
the wall remains standing above the 
stone foundation. The rafters and timbers 
of the flooring projected inalldirections. As 
the building was steam-heated the ruins did 
not take fire. Otherwise not one of the un- 
forturates could possibly have escaped death 
in the most appalling form. 

Teams ot every description, funeral 
coaches, fire wagons, hospital vans, and pri- 
vate vehicles were pressed into service and 
were running rapidly to and from the scene 
of the disaster all night long, bearing the 
bodies of the wounded, dying, and dead to 
their homes or different hospitals. 

STORY OF AN EYK WITNESS 

The only eye-witness to the disaster as far 
as is known was Mrs. Gemmill, residing 
on Muiberry street. Her account of it 
is as follows: At about twenty minutes 
of 6o0’clock I heard an awful crash, and 
thinking it was the new house which is 
being put up alongside of us I ran to the 
front door. A great cloud of dust hung over 
the silk mill, and I could hear the crashing 
of timbers and the roar of falling 
walls. The next moment I saw the 
mill in a great heap of ruins, from the 
miastof which came such awful moaning 
and groaning and terrible cries as I never 
want to hear again. Not a soul did I see 
come outof the mill, and it seemed many 
minutes to me before anybody came to the 
spot. Istood there in the door like one 
struck dumb until my husband came running 
from his work.“

SEARCHING AMONG THE RUINS. 


Several More Bodies Recovered from the 
Pittabarg Wreck. | 

PittssurG, Pa., Jan. 10.—Search for victims 
in the ruins wrought by yesterday’s awful 
storm was prosecilted all night and will be 
vigorously continued until the débris is all 
cleared away. This will probably take sev- 

ral days, and the exact number of victims 

ill not be known until the work is com- 
pleted. No bodies were found from midnight 
until 6 o'clock this morning, when the man- 
gled remains of two men were found close. 
together under a portion of the walis of the 
Weldin 9 They were so horribly mu- 
tilated as to unrecognizable, but were 
finally identified as the bodies of John L. 
Rogerson and Tiiomas Jones. The death list 
now foots up eleven, the wounded thirty-five, 
and the missing eight. A number of the 
wounded are in à critical condition, and their 
deaths are momentarily expected. There 
are all kinds of rumors in re to the num- 
ber still in the ruins. Ons of the men work 
ing on the building yesterday said he was 
certain they would find at least twelve more, 
but this is believed to be too high an esti- 
mate. 

None of the men reported missing have 
been heard from, and it is believed that at 
least eight persons are still buried in the 
débris. There is no hope of any now ein the 
ruins being alive, so it is safe to say that the 
death-list will ex a score, 

The west wall of the Willey Building, 
which has been left standing, wasso shaky 
this morning that it endangered the lives of 
the rescuers, and about noon it was torn 
down. 

The police and county officials are satisfied 
that about twenty persons are still in the 
wreck. ! 

I have no doubt,“ said Coroner McDow- 
ell, after a consultation with Dr. Sutton, 
that twenty-five or thirty more people lie 
buried in the ruins. Several persons have 
informed me they saw alarge crowd of men 
run into the alley, which was the next mo- 
ment filled with a heap of débris twenty-five 
feet deep. 

I believe such was the case, for it was 
exemplified when these people rushed into 
the barber shop to get out of danger. In 
their endeavor to escape they rushed right 
into the jaws of death. But another evi 
dence, and more ower than hearsay, is 
the fact of the hundreds of inquiries being 
made at the morgue.”’ 

At 1o’clock this afternoon the list of dead 
had increased to fourteen. Their names as 
corrected are: Thomas Jones, aged 20; John 
Hill, colored, aged 14; James McGough, aged 
21 years; George Mason; Charlies Fitch, aged 
15 years; John S. Rogerson, aged 41 years; 
Samuel Stringer, aged 16 years; Joseph 
Goehring, aged 16 years; Thomas McKee, 
about 30 years; John Donnelly, aged about 
25 years; Richard Carroll. Leonard Shiff- 
haun, Samuel Brown Jr., Dr. James L. Reed; 
Willie Goetman, aged 15 years. 

At2o’clock this afternoon the bodies of 
Samuel Brown Jr. and an unknown man 
were found. They were taken to the morgue. 
Late this afternoon a rumor was current that 
tive women were in the. ruins, in the cellar 
of Welain’s store. However, it was not en- 
tirely authentic and could not be tracked to 
areliabe source, and it is probable that if 
such were the case it would have been re- 
ported before now. Mr. Mason of Weidin & 
Co. stated that one of his clerks was missing 
and that a !ady customer whom he was serv- 
ing at the time had not been heard from, and 
as they were in the cellar itis probable that 
they both have been killed. 

This afternoon Coroner McDowell impan- 
neled a jury from among the business-men 
and old residents of the city, and it is pro- 
posed to make a searching investigation of 
the causes leading to the disaster. The jury 
viewed the bodies at the morgue and then 
inspected the ruins, after which an adjourn- 
ment was taken until tomorrow morning at 
10 o’clock, at which time the inquest proper 
will be commenced. N 

The storm does not appear to have injured 
the 8 off the Atlantic to any great ex- 
tent. The vessels, both transatlantic and 
coastwise. arriving today did not report any 


serious mishaps. As the cyclone swept to 


the southward and eastward, however, ves- 
sels off the Florida coast and in the West 
Indies will, it is thought, have suffered the 
most. ‘ 

The body of Willie Goettman, aged 15 
years, was recovered at 10 o’clock tonight. 
Young Goettman was alive several hours 
after the accident, and talked to the rescuers 
as late as 9 o’clock last night, but they were 
unable to locate him, and itis probable that 
he died from exhaustion. Four bodies were 
taken from the ruins today, making sixceen 
so far recovered. The rescuers are still at 
work and expect to reach Dr. Read’s bod 
before morning. Eight persens are still 
missing, and are believed to be in the wreck. 
Subscriptions for the benefit ot tne suffer- 
ers by yesterday’s horror have been started, 
— a handsome sum wil probably be real- 
ized. 

At midnight the seventeenth body, that of 
Charles McKeeowen, packer for Weldin, 
was found in the rear of the store. His head 
was mashed to jelly. The work of rescuing 
is now so well systemized that the clearing 
away of the débris is being rapidiy accom- 
plished. It is thought that the remaining 
bodies will be secured before morning. 

Two more bodies were found in the ruins 
of the Willey Building at 1:30 this morning. 
They were crushed bevond recognition, and 
removed to the morgue. 


DAMAGE DONE IN GOTHAM, 


New York and Brooklyn Get a Little Taste 
of the Storm. 

New York, Jan. 10.—[Special.}—The storm 
which wrought destruction in Pittsbure and 
Reading Wednesday evening gave the people 
of New York a whisk of its tail and devel- 
oped into a young cyclopve when it reached 
Brooklyn. This morning its path was 
marked by unroofed buildings, broken win- 
dow panes, demolished fences, and store 
signs carried in some cases half a mile from 
their. original resting-places. About fifty 
Brooklyn houses are more or less roofless, 
while it is difficult to discover a whole win- 
dow giass in the path of the tornado. The 
barracks building at the navy-yard suffered 
most. It was practically destroyed. An exact 
estimate of the extent of the damages cannot 
be formed accurately yet, but it is computed 
that $100,000 will be the limit. This does not 
include the damage to the Citizens’ Gaslight 
Company's tanks in South Brooklyn, which 
may or may not nave have been 
caused by the cyclone. The company 
estimates its loss at $30,000. The 
officers are yet unable to account for the ex- 
plosion. The signal service officer in this 
city attempts to account for it. He gives as 
a reason for the explosion of the gas tanks 
the sudden descent of the cyclone, which, he 
thinks, drove the air from around the big 
tanks. The pressure of air being thus taken 


from them the expansion of the gas inside 


was so great that it burst the reservoirs. 

More or less damage was doné to surround- 
ing property within half a mile of the gas 
works. Fences were blown down and win- 
dows shattered. The greatest outside loss 
was caused to the frame houses facing the 
works on Fifth street. | 

From reports received this morning at po- 
hee headquarters it appears that the tornado 
first appeared 
Brooklyn, and thence whirled along north- 
east in an almost perfectly straight line, vary- 
ing in wiath from 100 to 300 feet. When it 
reached the navy-yard it was not more than 
100 feet wide, and its whole strength was con- 
centrated in this narrow limit. It was ac- 
companied by the rumbiing noises of a West- 
ern cyclone. So powerful was it that people 
living in of the city which were not 
damaged felt their houses shake and were 
scared almost as badly as those who were in 
the direct path of the terrible wind. Fortu- 
nately no one was killed. 

The hurricane does not seem to have done 
any appreciable harm in New Jersey except 
in New Brunswick. Orange section was 
pretty well shaken up, but beyond the up- 
rooting of a few trees and the tangling of the 
telegraph wires the snake- up was not serious.

Heavy Winds in West Virginia.

Reports from all directions tell of 
heavy damage to fences, farm building

DR. KATE BUSHNELL AT MADISON, 


Preparing to Inaugurate Her Crusade 
‘Against the Alleged Dens. * 

Mptsox, Wis, Jan, 10.— [Special. —Dr. 
Kate Bushnell of northern den fame arrived 
in the city tonizht. She is, here to secure 
legislation providing for the suppression of 
the alleged dens and the punishment of their 
keepers. 

No; we contemplate no new enactment,” 
she said, „ but rather an amendment to the 
present defective statute, which is prac- 
tically ineffective. As the profits are ex- 
ceedingly large the paltry fine imposed is 
readily paid and the keeper, unmolested, pro- 
ceeds with his business until some town or 
county is running short of revenue, when it 
will pounce upon them again and the fine is 
again paid. Now, what we propose is to 
have the penalty imprisonment for a term of 

ears. 

“We shall also seek an amendment mak- 
ing itan offense punishable with imprison- 
ment to entice or detain not only young giris 
but fallen women as well. Backed by the 
W. C. T. U., we propose to rid Wisconsin of 
this infamous business.“ 

The investigation made by Gov. Rusk. Dr. 
Bushnell said, had been incomplete, and that

town, Marinette, and then at a time when he 
was expected. Her investigation had extend- 
ed over four months, both in and out ofa 
score of dens, and that she had unerring evi- 
dence of the debauchery and crime in North- 
ern Wisconsin dens. Ampng the possessions 
of Mrs. Bushneil are several sketches of 
stockades. Mrs. Bushnell will depart for the 
East tomorrow for an absence of some 
months, leaving the desired legislation to be 
urged by the local W. C. T. U. people. 


Miss Bushnell’s Stories Exaggerated—Many 
Charges Are Absolutely False. 

MADISON, Wis., Jan. 8.—[Milwaukee Senti- 
nel. — The sensational statements made by 
Dr. Kate Bushnell of Chicago regarding the 
dens of Northern Wisconsin are looked upon 
here as arising eitner from a desire on her 
part to gain notoriety or to make money. 
Gov. Rusk said this morning when asked 
what he thought of the disciosures coming 
from Dr. Bushnell that he had every reason 
to believe that they were without foundation 
in fact. 

“IT have left nothing undone to go to the 
bottom of these alieged iniquities, he 
said, ‘‘and have had not one but several 
agents at work investigating the localities 
where these dens exist. I have never been 
able to find traces of the horribie atrocities 
that are related by Dr. Bushnell. As near 
as I have been able to find out there are 
many abandoned women in the dance houses 
who are willing enough to tell stories to 
make any one’s blood run cold, but it has al- 
ways been impossible to verify these ac- 
counts. That women are retained against 
their will in these places is absolutely false. 
My agents have sought out cases where it 
was reported that inmates of dance houses 
could not regain their freedom, but invari- 
ably the women declared themseives satis- 
led to remain, and did not want to leave the 
places in which they were staying. 

“After all the thorough investigations 
made by myself, and a vast deal of corre- 
spondence on the subject, I have been unabie 
to arrive at any othe: conclusion except that 


there had been more smoke than fire. News- 


aper reports of the condition of affairs have 
n greatly exaggerated. When it comes to 
considering this evil I have no doubt it is ten 
times worse in Chicago and other large cities 
than itis in the pineries, If anything could 
have been done, if any cases could have been 
discovered where the alleged crimes could 
have been brought home to any one, I shoula 
not have stopped till full justice had been 
dealt out. However, as it is, lam convinced 
that no such deplorabie and infamous condi- 
tion of affairs exists and that there is no 
cail for interference on the part of the 
State.“ 

A well-known State official who made per- 
sonal investigation throughout the localities 
in which the dens are said to exist spoke in 
exactiy the same vein. He said that he 
looked into the Marinette dance houses with 
more especial care, but that he found noth- 
ing there to corroborate tbe stories of cruel- 
ty and infamy which had been instilled into 
the public mind. Speaking of the now far- 
famed high fences which are supposed to 
prevent the escape of inmates, he said that 
they had their origin in motives of decency. 
The women, so he was informed, were wont 
to be about the grounds during the summer 
in the most loose attire and their conduct at 
times incensed passers-by to such a degree 
that the keepers of the houses thought best 
to erect the fences to prevent the arousal of 
public indignation. 

It is reported that Dr. Kate Bushnell and a 
cominittee of several women from the W. C. 
T. U. of Chicago will come to Madison this 
week and seek to interest the Legislature in 
@ measure to sup the dance houses. 
They will endeavor at least to have a com- 
mittee appointed to hear testimony. —-

TO RELIEVE THE APPELLATE COURT, 


Gen. Thomas’ Bill Introdaced in the Sen- 
ate—Other Measures. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—

Dwyer of Chicago had a conference today 
with Gov. Oglesby, and sought to impress 
upon him the necessity for appointing the 
Trustees of the Industrial Home for the 
Blind at Chicago. The measure passed at 
the last session, with an appropriation of 
$100,000 to be used in the purchase of grounds 
and the necessary buil ings. The bill be- 
came a law without the Governor’s’ signa- 
ture, but he has all along neglected to ap- 
point the trustees, and thereby the object of 
the bill has been defeated.

When Col. Robert- 
son appeared at the entrance of the Senate 
chamber the outside guard, a man named 
Bulger, who was chosen by the Democrats 
for the same duty two years ago, stopped 
him. 

„I wish to go in,” said the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. 

Have you a ticket? inquired the guard. 

“I have not, but I am President of the Sen- 


ate apd demand admission.” ; 
‘You can’t have it. Please stand back 


and make room for the gentiemen with tick- 


ots.“ | 

The Lieutenant Governor made no attempt 
to forcibly enter. He was surrounded by a 
crowd of indignant friends, who threatened 
to break open the doors, but the Lieutenant 
Governor advised them not to resort to vio- 
lence. He remained standing at the door 
and gave toa friend a communication to be 
handed Senator Johnson, the Republican 
leader. inside the Senate Chamber, stating 
that he was atthe entrance ready to fulfill 
the duties of presiding officer of the Senate, 
but was denied admission. 

Inside the Senate Chamber Judge Mitchell, 
the only Democratic Judge of the Indiana 
Supreme Court, in compliance with the com- 
mand of his party’s caucus, soon after 10 
o’ciock called the Senate to order. Auditor 
Carr steppei forward and said that as the 
Lieutenant Governor, the legal presiding offi- 
cer, wasat the doors of the Senate he be- 
lieved it would be usurpation of power for 
him to take part in the organization of the 


body. 

Banter Johnson read the communication 
he had received from Lieut. Gov. Robertson. 
He proposed a resolution demanding his ad- 
mittance and declared it carried. At the 
same time the Democrats were rushing 
through the formailties of organization b 
taking the oath of office and electing a Presi- 
dent of the body—Senator Cox.

TWO CENT FARE ON MICHIGAN ROADs,

The Railway Companies Will Not Oppose 
the Measure—Steam Heat in Cars. 

LANSING, Mich., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—The 
big raiJroad corporations will not oppose the 
Two-Cent Mile Fare bill. One of the State 
departments has corresponded with the larg- 
est companies, and it has leaked out that it 
will not oppose the measure. They have al- 
ready agreed among themselves that it will 
be more satisfactory than the present sys- 
tem. If the two-cent bill becomes a law the 
companies will charge two cents at all times 
and will discontinue all holiday week and ex- 
cursions and reduced rate tickets. 

A bill was introduced in the Senate today 
for the repeal ot the act of 1887, which pro- 
vides that after Nov. 1, 1888, every railroad 
company shall make effective provision 
against the burning of passenger cars. Ail 
the trunk lines and nearly every railroad 
company in the State have signed a memorial 
declaring that the act is impracticable and 
unnecessary. The only way it can be com- 
plied with, they say,is to absolutely abolish 
stoves and all other appliances for heat- 
ing cars. It is impracticable because long 
trains on heavy grades and frosty 
tracks cannot make time if steam heat is 
used, and this they claim is more dangerous 
than fuel on account of the danger of scald- 
ing. The Commissioner of Railroads, after 
examining the subject carefully, is unable to 
find any system of heating that he will ap- 
1 that will comply with the law and yet 

effective to keep passengers comfortable 
and enable trains to make time. The law 
will probabiy be repealed. 

The hardest fought and shrewdest lobbied 
law passed by the Legislature four years ago 
was one providing that a minority of stoc«- 
holders in corporations were entitled to rep- 
resentation. Senator Gorman today intro- 
duced a billto repeal zhis law. 

The ola schoolbook war will also be re- 
sumed. Representative Tyrrell has a bill 
providing for a uniform system of text books 
throughout the State. 

President Ball of the Senate gave notice of 
a bill to reimburse the butterine manufact- 
urers whose plants were made worthless by 
a law passed a few years ago. 
Representative Randall is after sleeping- 
car quarters and has a bill to regulate 
charges in parlor, chair, and sleeping cars. 

Yesterday a resolution was adopted pro- 
viding for a joint committee to scrutinize the 
constitutionality of ail laws passed.

GRAIN FOR NEEDY FARMERS. 

A bill was introduced in the Senate today 
to provide seed wheat for the Minnesota 
farmers whose crops were ruined by frost or 
hail in the northern part of the State. The 
bill provides for the appropriation of $100,000 
to be advanced to the farmers. All applica- 
tions for relief are to be made prior to March 
1, and thev are to be made through Town 
Clerks to County Auditors. Each * * 
is to give a statement of the amount of dam- 
age he has suffered and the number of 
acres he proposes to grow this year. County 
Commissioners will then act as purchasing 
and distributing agents. The outside allow- 
ance to any applicant is $100 worth, and the 
amount furnished is to be refunded. The ob- 
ligation to refund this constitutes a first hen 
on the crop of next year. The farmers who 
receive the wheat will be required to sign 
agreements to revay the State, and a copy of 
these will be filed with the State Auditor. 

The first bill introduced in the House was 
one to compei insurance companies to pay 
the full amount of the losses on property 
which has been destroyed by fire. 


TELEPHONE CHARGES IN OHIO, 


A Bill to Fix Rates Passed by the Lower 
House of the Legislature.

His talk with Gen. Harri- 
son related to the admission of his Territory 
and the probability of an extra session of 
Congress being called, but no new informa- 
tion was elicited, and he left bere for Wash- 
ington tojoin other representatives of Dakota 
in urging, if necessary, an extra session 
of Congress.

paid out of funced loans. Current expenses 
should be-met by current taxes.“ Although 
immediate recovery will be impossible, as 
the recent Demoeratic ring Administration 
has bequeathed the city a frightful legacy ot 
debt which must be met, Mayo¥ Hart’s policy | 
will at least put on the brakes and lead to an 
abandonment of past reckless methods.

just held that asugar refinery incorporated 
under the laws of that State has forfeited its 
charter by selling out to the Sugar Trust and 
closing its works. The Illinois Supreme 
Court will doubtless decide the same thing 
concerning those chartered gas companies in 
this city which have sold out tothe Gas 
Trust. In the New York sugar refinery case 
the Judge says: 

It will be seen that dividends are not to be de- 
elared or distributed upon the aggregate capital 
stock of the CORP SRN ERS, which is to be turned 
over to and held by the trustees, but upon what 
might not inaptly in view of these peculiar facts 
be. termed the trust board's capital stock—name- 
hy: the trust certificates. Thus we have a series 
of corporations existing and transacting’ busi- 
ness under the forms of law without real mem- 
bership or genuinely qualified direction—mere 
abstract fragments of statutory creation—with- 
out lite in the underlying association. Every 
share of stock has been pructically surrendered 
and vital membership resigned. 1

FREIGHTS ON HOGS AND HOG PRODUCT. 

The railroads connecting this city with 
Missouri River points are charging seven 
and a half cents per 100 pounds more for the 
trausportation of live bogs over their lines 
than for the carrying of hog product the 
same distance. This discrimination against 
Chicago in favor of Western packing points 
paturally has excited deep complaints from 
the men whose business is most injured by 
it, and they have resolved on a concerted 
effort to obtain redress. The receivers of 
hogs at the Union Stock-Yards present a 
written protest with the payment of every 
bill which includes the extra charge for 
transportation, and the directors of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade have decided to present 
the matter to the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. 

Apparently the complainants have a clear 
case. It is difficult to see how the railroads 
can hope fora decision in their favor. The 
commission, through its Cnairman, already 
has placed itself on reeord as holding that the 
product should pay more than the live animal 
for equal weights carried over the same 
route. Ia November, 1884, Judge Cooley 
summed up the arguments that had been pre- 
sented to him in the controversy between the 
dressed beef men and the railroads and de- 
cided in favor of the latter. He ruled that 
they hada right to charge 70 cents per 100 
pounds for carrying tue beef against 40 cents 
for the cattle over the same route and pre- 
cisely the same distance. In arriving 
at this decision he took into account 
the loss by shrinkage on both, the 
cost of attendance and feeding of the 
cattle while in transit, and the cost of icing 
the meat. His aim evidently was to cause 
tho freight charges to equalize the business, 
80 as to make it a mutter of indifference, so 
far as profit is concerned, at which end of 
the route the animals should be slaughtered. 
This was, in effect, conceding to the railroads 
their claim that the Western slaughterer 
should have no advantage over his Eastern 
competitor, and that they had the right to so 
much of freight charge on the animal 
whether they carried the whole carcass or 
little more than half of it. 

The steer dresses to about 57 per cent, 
while the hog yields about 72 per cent of 
product, each computed on the basis of live 
weight. On thisrulingit is evident that at 
Nuß cents on hogs from the Missouri River to 
Chicago the rate on product should be 38. 
cents; or that at 20 cents for the latter the 
freight on the animal ought to be only 1444 


‘gents per 100 pounds, There is no evading 


the force of this logic, and it is difficult to 
see how the commission can avoid reaching 
such a conclusion, if the case is argued be- 
fore it as here stated. In that event the 
railroads may find cause to regret their fool- 
ish attempt to discriminate in the other direc- 
tion ‘by charging 374; per cent more for the 
animal than for equal weights of the 
product. They certainly must unless the 
law as interpreted by the commission read

THE MORAL OF SCHALL’S EMBEZZLEMENT. 
It is not often that railroad officials feel 
called upon to deliver ethical lectures. It is 


| for this reason that the moralizing of one 


of the officials of the Northwestern Road 
over the flight and defaication of Harry D. 
Schall, its assistant cashier, is peculiarly 
noticeable. The moral which he draws ought 
to commend itself not alone to Schall's imme- 
diate associates, but to all young men hold 
ing places of trust who are inclined to live 
beyond their incomes. Says the railroad 
official already alluded to: 


Harry Schail was inherently honest, but he 
attempted to live beyond his income. The failure

CURING SOUTHERN ELECTION FRAUDS. 

Senator Sherman’s pian for curing election 
frauds in the South is now before the coun- 
try and merits careful consideration. Ham- 
pered by the lack of sufficient power or bur- 
dened with other pressing questions the Re- 
publican party has not heretofore been able 
to deal properly with the matter of a free 
ballot and a fair count in National elections, 
but the time is now at hand when this prob- 
lem must be settled and settled mght. Sena- 
tor Sherman’s scheme seems to be in the di- 
rection which offers the best promise of suc- 
cess—viz.: Divorcing National from State 
elecwons and bringing the former under ex- 
clusive National control. Congressmen are 
to be voted for on a different day and 
on a different ticket from State or local 
Officiais. Recognizing the difficulty as to 
Presidential Electors, who, under 
the Constitution, must be chosen in 
the mode the States may select, Senator 
Sherman proposes that if any State will per- 
mit the members of the Electoral College to 
be elected in the same manner as Congress- 
men the expense of election will be paid out 
of the Federal Treasury. The President is 
toappointa Board of State Canvassers in 
each State, and three voters to serve as an 
Electoral Board in each Congressional dis- 
trict. The Electoral Board is to appointa 
registrar and three judges, not all of the 
same political party, for each election dis- 
trictor precinct, and it may increase the 
number of precincts whenever thought neces- 
sary. The entire conduct of elections, from 
registration to the finaicount and return, is 
placed in the hands of Federal officials, and 
these officers have full authority to 
guard against and reject fraudulent 
votes. What better method is there to 
cure sectional usurpations and crimes 
against the ballot than the nationalization of 
National elections! The plan is open, of 
course, to the objection that it cannot be 
made to apply to Presidential Electors, but 
if the House of Representatives is once puri- 
fied and secured against Southern election 
frauds reform will soon reach the Electoral 
College, and the Southern States will be 
forced by moral suasion to accept decent 


politics. Election reform is a prime issue, 


and a fair ballot must be secured, rot only 
in Northern States like Indiana, where it is 
desired to prevent Democrats accepting 
bribes and voting in blocks of five,”’ but in 
every partof the country. What better pian 
can be adopted than to put all National elec- 
tions under National control? 


THE MAYOR'S COMPULSORY EDUCATION 
SCHEME. 

Mayor Roche’s plan for enforcing the Com- 
pulsory Education law, which was adopted 
by the Board of Educauon Wednesday even- 
ing, appears to be the most feasible, as it is 
undoubtedly the least expensive, that has 
been suggested during the recent discussion 
of the subject. If the scheme is properiy 
carried out the city police force will become 
a reformatory as well as a protective force, 
and without increase of duties. It will be 
easy enough for each patrolman to obtain a 
list of the children between 8 and 14 years in 
his beat who do not attend school. Those of 
them who are not employed are only too well 
known to the officers. It will bea relief to 
the latter that these young rovers of the 
strect are sent to school. The School Board, 
through its truant officers or attendance 
agents, will pramptiy act on the information 
furnished throtigh the Police Department by 
impressing on parents their duties under the 
law. The parents in many cases, perhaps 
in most cases, are ignorant ofthe law. They 
will endeavor to comply with it, and will 
no doubt be glad to have the codpera- 
tion of both the police and the school 
authorities in compelling wayward children 
to attend school. County Superintendent 
Lane says that in the suburban towns 
parents who fail to comply with the 
Compulsory Education actdoso in a great 
measure through ignorance of the law; that 
‘when the statutory provisions are explained 
to them they live up to their requirements. 
A plan somewhat similar to that which 
Mayor Roche has recommended and which 
the City School Board has adopted has been 
tried in the Stock-Yards district. It has 
worked admirably. There has not been a 
solitary instance where parents have refused 
to comply with the law. 

The teachers and the engineers and jan- 
itors will also be able to give important as- 
sistance towards the carrying out of the 
scheme. The en; ineers and janitors are res- 
idents of their respective districts. They 
know the people. They know most of the 
street-roving boys. The attendance agents 
will derive large assistance from them. The 
labor organizations will also assist. Presi- 
dent Stewart of the Board of Education is in 
hearty sympathy with the purpose of the 
law, and will no doubt appoint thoroughly 
capable men or women—perbaps women 
would be the best—as attendance agents. 


_ The law will thus be fuily tested, ana it will 
ve found, we have no doubt, that it is not so 
‘defective as the critics have tried to make 


out. At least a startin the right direction 
will have been made. 


BILL TO RELIEVE THE SUPREME COURT. 

The Illinois Bar Association has again 
formally approved the billof the late David 
Davis for the relief of the Federal Supreme 
Court. It is not at all likely the Davis bill 
can be improved upon, and the time is cer- 
tainly at hand when its adoption should be 
urged on Congress in the strongest terms. 
The Federal Supreme Court has been falling 
behind its ever increasing business for many 
years and is now badly overloaded. The de- 
lay in Federal litigation is now so great that 
in many important matters the issue is set- 
tled by time before litigants can get to a 
final hearing in the Supreme Court. The re- 
sultisin many cases a practical denial of 
justice. When a member of the Supreme 
Court Judge Davis learned to appreciate 
this evil, and his bill to remedy and 
rectify it was drawn some twelve or 
fifteen years ago after an extended 
discussion of the matter with his associates 
on the bench and the leadme lawyers in all 
parts of the country. The prime feature of 
the Davis bill is to provide two additional 
Circuit Judges in each United States circuit 
and thus form a new Appellate Court, where 
a iarge amount of minor Federal litigation 
will be finally determined, to the relief of 
the tribunal above. Cases involving less 
than $10,000 are not to be taken to the Su- 
preme Court. The Justices of the Supreme 
Court are also to be reieased from the duty 
of traveling circuit. Thus the business of 
the Supreme Court will be cut down a thira 
ora half and the Justices will gain a third 
more time for their duties at Washington. 
The Davis dill is well planned to attain its 
object, and since it was drawn the necessity 
for relief for the Supreme Court has become 
every year more and more urgent. The 
bill would have been adopted long ago but 
for the fact that the Senate and House have 
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the Democrats have some of the new Judges 
the measure will probably be defeated in the 
House by filibustering. Would it not be 
wise policy for the Republicans to agree that 
the Democrats shail have half of the new 
Judges ana thusinsure the adoption of the 
bill? The measure is sorely needed and can- 
not apparently be secured without conceding 
some of the appointments to the Democracy. 
Rather than delay it longer let the Demo- 
crats be assured the .appointment of one 
Democratic Judge in each circuit. Surely 
they would not reject such terms. 


JUDGE Torr is startled by Mr. Springer’s 
amendment to the Constitution empowering 
Congress to pass uniform marriage and di- 
vorce laws. Says he: 


That's a pretty progressive step for a Demo- 
cratic Congressman to make, because it is to- 
ward a centralization of power in the Federal 
Government, and that is not good Democratic 
doctrine. These matters have always been left 
to the jurisdiction of the States, and the less the 
power of the central Government the more like- 
ly is the freacom of the States to continue. 
Aside from this point I think great good would 
come irom à uniform marriage and divorce law. 


There is a good deal of humbug about the 
so-called freedom of the States.“ Wherever 
it has been limited it has been because that 
freedom was ruuning into license or folly. 
The freedom of the States to charter banks 
of issue has been limited materially by tho 
provisions of the National Bank act, and as 
a result we have no more red dog, yellow 
pup, and wildcat currency. If a State makes 
its divorce laws lax for the sake of getting 
custom and attracting and tempting to its 
tribunals dissatiafied couples from the rest 
of the Union, making itself a cesspool into 
which the “free love“ of the country flows, 
it is a license, an abuse of freedom, that may 
well be curbed by law. That great good 
would come of a uniform marriage and 
divorce law the learned Judge admits, ana 
as the thing seems good to him and can be 
reached if at all only by National consti- 
tutional means there is no reason why he 
should be frightened by the proposition. 
The people own the Stages as well as the 
Union. All that is asked is to submit tne 
matter to the State Legislatures and see 
what they think of it. With that the most 
carping Calhoun constructionist can find no 
fault. There are thirty-eight States. If 
twenty-nine of them ratify the amendment 
then it would be adopted, and Congress can 
wrestle with the question of what shall be 
cause for divorce. Iftwenty-nime States do 
not ratify it thatis the end of it. Certainly 
there is no harm done in asking the States 
What they think of the matter. If the 
amendment should be adopted the State 
courts would still have jurisdiction over di- 
vorces; but their practice would be uniform, 
and married people would gain nothing by 
evading the laws of their own State and 
seeking divorces in other States. The pres- 
ent loose, scandalous, free-love statutes 
would beset aside and a more careful and 
prudently framed code would be substituted 
therefor. | |

trol of any ship eanal across the Isthmus of Da- 
rien or across Central America, and must regard 
any such connection or control as injurious to the 
just rights and interests of the United States and 
as a menace to its welfare. 

Sec. 2. That the President be and he is hereby 
requested to communicate this expression of the 
views of the Government of the United States to 
the Governments of the countries of Europe. 


Considered from anv point of view, the 
course taken by the French Minister is con- 
siderably “previous.” The resolution has 
yet to go to the House, and must then go to 
the President and be signed by him, which 
will then make its provisions obligatory. 
M. Roustan would therefore have appeared 
in a better light had he waited until the pol- 
icy of the Government was finally matured. 
Inany event the resolution, even if it passes 
both Houses, is only a friendly act towards 
the French Government to prevent it from 
committing itself to the Panama Canal 
scheme without the assurance that this Gov- 
ernment will oppose its interference in Amer- 
ican affairs. It certainly would be the hight 
of unfriendliness for e@r own Government to 
allow the French Government to go on with- 
out any warning and then interfere after it 
had committed itself. The resolution is 
tantamount to notice served that if De 
Lesseps cannot prosecute his enterprise with 
money furnished from private’ sources the 
canal must remain unbuilt. The United 
States is not undertaking to build canals in 
Europe and the European Governments must 
not undertake to build canals on American 
soil. Notwithstanding M. Roustan’s flurry, 
the resolution should be promptly passed by 
the Honse and sent to the President, and, if 
he refuses to sign it, then there is ali the 
more necessity for an extra session so that it 
may get toa President who will sign it.

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ALESSANDRO GAVAZZI PASSES AWAY. 


Death of the Famous Anti-Popery Lecturer 
in His Kightieth Year. 

Lonpon, Jan. 10.— The death is announced 
of Alessandro Gavazzi, the anti-Popery lect- 
urer, in his 80th year. 

[Alessandro Gavazzi was born in Bologna in 
180 lie was admitted into minor orders in the 
Church of Rome in 18¥5, and was made professor 
of rhetoric at Naples, illustrating the theory of 
the art by his eloquence im the pulpits of the 
chief Cities of Italy. On the elevation in 1846 of 
Pius IX. to the Papal chair he expressed the 
views he had long entertained on the state of his 
country and che church with increas‘ng freedom.

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AMONG THE RAILROADS 


CENTRAL TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION AC- 
TION ON FREIGHT MATTERS. 


Considerable Business Transacted at the 
Meeting of the Last Two Days—Regu- 
lations in Regard to Mileage Tickets 
and Commissions ia the Western States 
Association's Territory—The Pennsylva- 
nia and the Pass System— Western 
Freight Rates—Blanchard's Return. 


The meeting of the General Freight Committee 
ot the Central Traffic Association, which has 
been in session in this city for the last two days, 


Was passed that while the present rates on 
dressed hogs in car-loads to the seaboard re- 
main in effect third-class rates be charged on 
dressed hogs in car-loads, whether in common or 
réfrigerator cars, between all points in Central 
Traffic Association territory, excepting the 
Western termini of the trunk lines. It was 
agreed that all lines in the association shall 
charge for all ties per 100 pounds. It was agreed 
that when bilis of lading are is- 
sued on  property—straight consignments— 
to protect the railroad companies from suits for 
wrong deliveries the words “not negotiable” 
> oa be stamped or written on the face. It was 
ommended that the practice of carrying live 
stock to order or in any other manner than 
straight consignments be discontinued. It was 
résolved that from and after Jan. 31 the roads in 
the Central Traffic Association will require on 
east-bound transcontinental freight traffic their 
tariſt rates from all junction points to points 
within and beyond Central Traffic Association 
territory. It was thought necessary that on 
freight destined to points either within or out of 
of passing through the territory of the association, 
oh which through rates are made, tariffs should 
be published and furnished to all roads interest- 
ed. It was decided that sixth class rates be ap- 
lied on bituminous rock and asphaltum in car 
2 ads from Kentucky points. 

It was agreed that the alibwance of consign- 
ments to be made to agents of the railroads 
within this association either arising at points 
within or without the territory of the association 
for distribution among several consignees, either 
at points to which consigned or beyond, to save 
expense and imposing an expense upon the rali- 
Way companies, is neither consistent with prop- 
et methods nor economic practices and should 
be discontinued. It was decided that dressed 
poultry should in ali cases be carried by actual 
weight only, or, in other words, the gross weight 
of the package and contents, including ice, when 
used, according to classification. It was agreed 
that return passes be not issued to men in charge 
of locomotives, also that expenses of men in 
charge of locomotives, either en route or at Chi- 
cage, Ge not paid, It was agreed to advance 
rates on vig iron, taking effect Jan. 24, from all 
iron manufacturing points, subject to the con- 

trol of the committee, 20 cents per ton to Chica- 
go, rates to other points to be advanced in pro- 
portion.

Mileage Tickets and Commissions.

CANADIAN ANNEXATION. 


How the Kanuck Tories Are Promoting An- 
nexation. 

Toronto Globe; It is a melancholy truth that: 
the great Conservative party of Canada has 
become practically an organization for the 
promotion of political union between the 
Dominion and the States. Of course the 
majority of its members are enthusiastically 
loyal to the Crown. No doubt tne rank and 
file heartily detest tne idea of annexation. 
They are, we believe, generally just as 
loyal as Liberals. It would be a 
monstrous slander to asseft that they un- 
derstand that the leaders they foilow are 
taking this country rapidly towards Wash- 
ington. We dare say that some of the Tory 
leaders themselves do not comprehend that 
their own course 1s southerly. Perhaps some 
of them sincerely believe that the more the 
people are barred from the advantages of 
trade witb their neighbors the less they will 
long for such advantages, and, therefore, for 
the political changes by which they could 
certainly obtainthem. But whatever may be 
the opinions of the Conservatives as to the 
political tendency of restrictionism, all un- 
prejudiced observers must see that under it 
the annexatjonists of Canada are constantly 

aining recruits. And these recruits, like Mr. 

1 White and Mr. Twomey, were nearly all 
formerly Conservatives. 

Such is the sad result not merely of restric- 
tionism, but of restrictionists’ argument 
against trade extension. They say that they 
will make no move to establish either limited 
or unrestricted reciprocity. They declare 
that the “extreme protection“ which, as Mr. 
Daiton McCarthy says, is enjoyed by a little 
clique at the expense of the people in gen- 
eral, shall be maintained. They have no 
other policy. The people understand how 
greatly they are injured by the existing moni 
system. The N. P. (national policy) is c 
pietely played out. Tories themselves vir- 
tually admit that trade extension is urgently 
required. They make this admission by advo- 
cating muddle- headed and futile plans or pro- 
moting commerce with petty communities 
far, faraway. The people thoroughly under- 
stand that there are but two practical plans 
for relieving them, (1) by unrestricted reci- 
procity, (2) by absolute free trade. The latter 
would involve taxation on a plan to which 
all the politicians are opposed. The former 
remains as the one feasibie method by which 
the fortunes of the people can be much im- 
proved. And the Tories tell the 5 that 
they cannot have unrestricted trade with the 
States without an nexauon. Is it a wonder 
so many Macdonaldites follow the iead of 
Mr. Sol White? 

If the Ministers at Ottawa were statesmen 
they would long ago have devised some plan 
for satisfying the almost universal demand 
for an extension of Canada’s selling and buy- 
ing markets. But they offer no remedy for 
a situation in which annexationists multiply. 
If this multiplication goes on a few years 
longer, as itis sure to doif the fiscal policy 
of the country de not radically changed, 
the annexationists will be a very 
formidable political force. If the rank and 
file of the Tory party understood the danger 
to which they are driving the country by 
their blind submission to a tax-eating ring, 
they would of course insist on the adoption 
ot a policy satisfactory to the immense and 
powerful producing interests that now suf- 
fer and complain. But our Conservative 
tellow-citizens seem blind to the rapid drift 
of the country. They assist its drift by 
maintaining in power men with no policy ex- 
cept the excessively bad one that has done so 
much for annexationism

In the case of Miss Lucy A. Noyes against the 
Chicago City Railway Company, recently heard 
before Judge Gresham, in which the plaintiff 
Was awarded a verdict of $12,000 damages, Judge 
Gresham’s instructions established a precedent 
of interest to the people who ride in hired car- 
riages. He held that, even though the driver 
aid contribute to the negligence by means of 
which the collision with the grip-car occurred, 
he was not her employé or servant.

A SAVAGE DUEL WITH ENIVES. 


Four Indians Hack Each Other and All 
| Die of Their Wounds. 

Biackrert AGENCY, via Fort Snaw. Mont., 
Jan. 7.—A courier reached here last evening 
from Sweet Grass Hills with news of a fight 
Wednesday between four Gros Ventres and 
River Crow Indians. The struggle occurred 
at sundown, three of the reds being killed 
outright and the fourth so seriously slashed 
that he died Friday nigbt. For several 


months Spotted Dog, a Gros \ entre brave, 


had been paying frequent visits to a River. 


Crow squaw in spite of warnings from her 
brother, named Willow, to keep away. 
Wednesday Spotted Dog set out with a com- 
panion ona hunting expedition up Cotton- 
wood Creek. The couple were followed by 
Willow and a young half breed named Joe 
Hunks, and when about thirty miles from 
the Crow camp Willow and the half breed 
caught up with Spotted Dog and his compan- 
ion and commanded them to halt. 

An altercation ensued which resulted in a 
challenge from Spotted Dog to have it out 
aor and there. Ine challenge was accepted, 

depositing their guns and blankets on 
the msg Sa of the creek, the gladiators drew 
their knives and squared away for the fight. 
Spotted Dog and Willow were pitted against 
each other, and at the first lunge Willow 
buried his knife in his antagonist’s right arm, 
disabling it. 

The fight lasted a half hour, and at its con- 
— M Spotted Dog, Willow, and the half- 

reed Hunks were dead or dying, and the 
ee Fog Gros Ventre, bleeding from sev- 
eral wounds, was barely able to mount bis 
pony and ride to the camp, where he made 
known the result of the battle and subse- 
quently died of his wounds. The affair has 
created a great deal of ill feeling among the 
Indians, anc further trouble is feared. Sev- 
éral of the Gros Ventres have gone to Piegan 
and purchased large quantities of ammu- 
nition, and it is surmised that they mean to 
avenge the death of Spotted Dog. Agent 
Allen has taken precautions to prevent any 
of the Blackfeet from leaving this agency, 
and word will besent to Agent Lincoln at the 
Gros Ventre Agency to adopt similar meas- 
ures to prevent a conflict.

A child suffering from diphtheria should be 
isolated from the first, and kept so for about 
three weeks after convalescence begins. The 
air of its rooms should be saturated with anti- 
septics, and under the physician’s directions 
every possible chance of the poison being 
conveyed through the nurse into other rooms 
of the house, or elsewhere, should de pre- 
vented. Every identical thing which ‘has 
been in the atmosphere of the sickroom 
shoula be thoroughly disinfected before it‘ 
leaves it. As to how to prevent children from 
acquir the disease other than by exposure 
to an infected person, the only way is to pro- 
vide for them the best hygienic conditions. 
To make home healthy is the first step to take 
in prevention. Overcrowded tenements 
should be vacated. Whenever one 1s, he 
should make sure that the drainage system is 
perfect, and that his eres are kept scru- 
pulously clean. Perfect ventilation is, of 
course, imperative. If a child is much in the 
open air, it 1s less likely to take cold easily, 
and that colds render children more liable. to 
take diphtheria must be always kept in mind. 
If a child is troubled with chronic nasal ca- 
tarrh or has enlarged tonsils. and is a fre- 
quent sufferer from sore throat, it should be 
held by the parents as sufficient~ evidence 
that their home is unhealthy.

THE ORIGIN OF A FAMOUS PHRASE 


The Approaching Centennial of “Public 


Office Is a Public Trust.” 

New York Sun: The authorship of the 
maxim “Public Office Is a Public Trust) is 
commonly attributed to President Cleveland. 
As we have stown, Mr. Cleveland probably 
found the phrase ready made on page 479 of 
tne first volume of Mr. Lalor’s Cyciopedia 
of Political Science and Pohtical Economy, 
published in 1882, three years before Mr. 
Cleveland’s inauguration. ; 

The cyciopedia article @entaining the 
phrase in question was written by Mr. Dor- 
man B. Eaton, a philosopher’ who furnished 
Mr. Cleveland -with the policy which was the 
most conspicuous feature of the earlier 
years of his Administration. \ 

But Eaton is no more entitied than Mr.

A CAPRICIOUS COMEDIENNE. | 

The Hirald: Mrs. Potter’s Cleopatra iva 
capricious comedienne, cloying with sweet- 
ness in one mood ‘and childishly pitiless in 
anotner; incapable of the tragic intenseness 
which bids her die rather than outlive her 
lover and bechained tothe chariotof his 
conqueror. 

In the earlier scenesof the play she was 
wonderfully effective. Sarah herself could 
not have fascinated us more completely than 
this Cleopatra as she stepped from the royal 
barge at Alexandria glittering with gold and 
silver and clad in beauty as with a garment. 
rhe house fairly rose at her and shouted with 
delight. Fresh applause again rewarded 
her in the love scenes witb Antony, 
after her first exit With her lover, and in the 
great scene when she passes from languor to 
rage and whips Cresar’s messenger. Those 
who have so often reproached her with her 
want of feeling and facial expression must 
have been astonished to see how quickly and 
naturally she changed. For a moment—one 
moment—she was even tragic as she drove 
the envoy from her presence. But she failed 
to sustain the effort. 

Her great weakness throughout was her 
elocution. Though she has improved she 
still delivers her lines too artificiaily and her 


fied |, voice is decidedly monotonous. 


In the death scene Mrs. Potter went to 
pieces. She lost control of her muscles, grew 
stagy and weak. The climax was a failure. 

SHE DIES HARD. 

The Times: Mr. Bellew acted the character 
of Marc Antony with better judgment, more 
seriousness of pu and greater care 
than he has hitherto bestowed upon his work 
as an actor in New York. He was associated 
with a Cleopatra who would have been a 
heavy burden for any Antony to bear—a 
Cleopatra with a beautiful face, whose ex- 
pressions were as devoid of passion as the 
—— expression on the face of a doll; 

patra who faced tne s incessantly, 
swung her long arms wildly, talked or 
shouted most of the time in an inflexibie, 
monotonous voice, and was as unlike the 
Serpent of the Nile, whose voice was rapture, 
whose kiss was worth a kingdom, and who 
could make defect perfection,” as any pretty 
Angio-Saxon woman could be. Mrs. Potter 
wore resplendent robes, as costly and hand- 
some as any dresses ever seen on the stage, 
and she tried hard to act Cleopatra. She 
flung herself about with reckless abandon, 
but there was no fervor in her protestation 
of love, no terror in her wrath; in short, no 
illusion whatever in her attempt to create 


one. . : 

It will be sufficient to say that she is tne 
central figure in a large number of imposing 
tableaux; that she reclines on us couch- 
es with much abandon; that she storms 
when the unlucky messenger from Rome 
brings tidings of Antony’s marriage to Oc- 
tavia with all the fury of an ill-tempered 
village schoolmistress under tne influence of 
evil small boys; that she knows every word 
of the text of her part and deliversit ali in 
a strident voice and with an exaggerated 
manner; that she is beautiful enough at 
times to justify Antony’s infatuation; and 
that she applies the fatal asp to her bosom in 
the last scene with great deliberation and 
startling frankness, and dies hard. 

A LENIENT JUDGMENT. 

fhe World has this to say by way of de- 
scription : 

Mrs. Potter appears as Cleopatra in no less 
than six changes of costume. In the first 
act she appeared en wound in a white, filmy 
silk gauze, with a yellow svarf about her 
bosom covered with black pearls and dia- 
monds, and wearing tue diadem of the 
sacred ‘asp, which is a golden corunet made 
— two involved snakes heavily set with 

eweis. 

In the second act this costume was changed 
for a pale yellow gauze, with a sashof laven 
der, heavily ornamented with rubies. So far 
as the eye could judge of the costume it ap- 
peared to be simply a long scarf wound about 
the figure, and so filmy that it lent itself to 
—— curve and motion of the. body. The 
third dress worn in her palace in the. scene

The banking funds of Chicago received fresh 
additions yesterday from neighboring commer- 
cial points, and it is safe to say that a borrower 
stood a better chance than at any time this year 
to get what he wanted at 6 percent. Demands 
still came from the corn districts for loans, and 
in many cases 7 per cent was a rate perfectly ac- 
ceptable. Large borrowers with good coilateral, 
or with names that made collateral unnecessary, 
were readily accommodated at 6 percent. It is 
impossible to exact a higher rate here when 
money 1s so cheap as now in New York. Some 
of the local banks have such intimate relations 
with New York ienders that, even though their 
own balances are low, they can any day give a 
borrower the use of New York funds at rates 
which greatly please the Eastern lender. Under 
opposite conditions, also, Chicago money finds a 

rofitable market in the East. Thus the rates 

n Chicago and in the East are always inevitably 

veering toward the same figure. e ordinary 
routine business at the banks yesterday was not 
large in amount. The usual rates of 7 and 8 per 
cent prevailed on commercial loans and dis- 
counts. The demand from city merchants was 
not specially active. New York exchange sold 
at 500 premium. The local demand for sterling 
was in excess of the supply, but there was no 
quotable ch in rates. 

There was little doing in local securities. Bro- 
kers had great difficulty in picking up the kind 
of bonds which is wan by their customers. 
The inquiry from investors is large enough to 
furnish plenty of businessif brokers had any- 
thing to offer. But present prices bring out 
good bonds only in small amounts. The holders 
of street railway securities show no weakness 
whatever on account of the agitation for elevated 
railroads, A feeling certain that their 
gto w in no event suffer depreciation.

His July figures 
render it probable that the larger quantity 
should be accepted as the nearest to the truth. 
If so then present stocks are 21,000,000 bu less 
than a year ago instead of being only 17,000,000 
bu less, as Bradstreet's puts it. @ reports 
stocks in the Northwest at 19,167,204 bu, 
against 35,583,719 bu a year ago and 40,980,927 bu 
two years ago. It is understood that all these 
figures apply only to wheat on this side of the 
Rocky Mountains. 

The receipts of wheat at N points, re- 
ported yesterday, were only 85,000 bu, against 
191,000 bu for the correspond day last week. 
The total is an exceedingly small one, and was 
referred to by the bears as a legitimate reason 
for strength in the market. But reason does not 
— 2 prevail against sentiment, and it dia not 
in this cage. 

The American Grocer reports the tomato pack 
of the United States and Canadafor the last 
year as 3,319,437 cases, each containing two doz- 
en cans, costing about $6,000,000 ut the points of 
production, and reaching the consumer at a total 
cost of about $8,000,000. The reports indicate a 
second era of overproduction, though kept down 
to some extent by unfavorable weather for the 
development of the crop. Houses for the can- 
ning of all kinds of vegetables are multplying 
faster than the demand warrants, but the over- 
production benefita consumers, as it places 
these goods on sale at phenomenally low prices.
